SehirabiAg» c> 

2« He stated tbat^ during the past two veeks^ he traveled throughout 
Cenunjr conversing with varloua grou|» of people to soiuid them out conoeming 
tlie approaching elections in Germany* As«he etated, ho wanted to detenUne the 
"elsctipQ eliBate**« ^Generaliy^ he found that German c Itlssns are beginning to 
lose faith in its politio^ parties. The split in the Bonn coalition, the 
creation of blocks against the coalition has disorlented^Gemsns to the point 
that the/ will not voteit>^ any party. Some say^ "We voted for FDF becauee they 
would carry out their politics against the Soolal^ltaocrats and would take a 
position against the coalition. The 3ocial*0eoaoorats are criticising their 
party because it has taken a j^sltion with various elements of the coalitio|i, 
with FOP eapitaliste and other right-wing elemecte, etc.'' All paroles criticise 
the Adenauer's pities, denouncing his . dictatorial tactics and hie fawning be- 
fore Veetem powws. SCHKAlisCHLAXER stated t hat many political centers will be 
aaased at the outeooe of the elections.
